LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., March 10.— (BUP) — Russia 
was formally charged in the United Nations today with en« 
gineering the Communist coup in Czechoslovakia and threate

Czechoslovakia’s permanent delegate to the UN 
appealed to the UN Security Council to intervene in 
Czechoslovakia, take steps against Russia and undo the 
Communist seizure of power, 

The complaint was handed to UN Secretary General 
Trygve Lie by Czech Delegate Jan Papanek in a dramatia 
and unprecedented sequel to the reported suicide of Czech 
Foreign Minister Jan Masaryk. Papanek announced his 
action in a press conference in which his voice frequently

“We feel his loss deeply, and 
we will keep him in honorable and 
eternal memory. A great man has 
gone away.” 

Flags throughout Prague were 
lowered to half staff. They were 
being flown in commemmoration 
of the March 7 birthday anniver- 
sary of Masaryk’s father, Thomas 
Masaryk, founder of the republic. 

Premier Klement Gottwald told 
parliament that the people had 
approved the new government, and 
demanded that its program be 
passed, 

Masaryk’s death left President 
Eduard Benes virtually the last 
link with the west, and his powers 
were curtailed, 

(Reports from members of pre- 
vious Czech governments who fled 
the country said Benes was under 
virtual house arrest.) 

News of Masaryk’s death stunned 
the residents of Prague, many of 
whom could not believe that he 
had killed himself, Women wept in 
the streets and in stores.

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Perplexing Problem of Prices 


All the earnest efforts being made 
throughout Canada to force down com- 
modity prices may have some effect in 
preventing extortion or chiselling, but it 
should be remembered that a sudden and 
major price reduction could very easily ef- 
fect a painfully sharp contrast between in- 
come and taxation. 

Thdése who have been looking for a 
“erash” of prices in Canada will likely look 
in vain. The alleged “crash” in the United 
States did bring down commodity prices 
by an average of 3 to 4%. But these re- 
ductions were only in grain and some other 
farm products. Steel prices actually in- 
creased during the “crash.” 

The truth is that a general reduction 
in prices without a corresponding reduc- 
tion in government expenditures, which 
does not seem to be possible at the moment, 
would increase the percentage of income 


The $64 Question 


The opposition leader in the Alberta 
legislature has asked the government to 
explain the apparent anomaly in paying 
out $15,000 a year for an Alcoholics Anon- 
ymous building and, at the same time, pro- 
viding in the budget for a new liquor store 
in Edmonton.

A Policy on Trees 


If Edmonton people are interseted in 
preserving the trees on their streets and 
boulevards they will take the trouble to 
attend in large numbers the special] council 
meeting tomorrow afternoon at 4:30 
o’clock when council will seek advice on a 
general tree policy. 

There has been a warm public protest 
over the present practice of the parks de- 
partment in removing trees in some in- 
stances and in slashing out branches in 
other instances. 

This meeting tomorrow will give every 
eltizen a chance to register his or her 
opinion, It will give the council a chance to 
formulate a policy that, presumably, will 


strictly proportionate to the total value of 
taken away by the government in taxation. 

The income of the Canadian people is 
production. The total value of production 
is the amount of goods produced multiplied 
by prices. 

The total value of Canadian production 
was $13 billion in 1947. Out of that, the 
government took some $2.5 billion. 

If the total value of production should 
fall to $10 billion, as the result of a price 
crash, and the government should continue 
to need $2.5 billion, the relation between 
income and taxation would clearly be even 
more apparently disproportionate than it 
is today. 

The point is that the price structure 
of a nation is an exceedingly delicate bal- 
ance. And prices canngt be forced down to 
the benefit of the consumer by acts of par- 
liament or by boycotting on the part of 
private organizations.

Keep the Schools Clear 


In snowy weather the sidewalks to 
the city schools should have first priority 
in the city’s snow clearing operations. 

During the last heavy snowfall most of 
the approaches to the schools were block- 
ed. As a result, children had to walk in 
the ruts of the streets where, in many 
instances, heavy vehicular traffic was con- 
stantly passing. 

The police department has many times 
urged parents and teachers to use their 
influence to keep school children from 
walking in the streets. It had been found 
that several children walking abreast in 
the lane of motor traffic constituted a 


traffic hazard both to themselves and to 
vehicles, 

is just the same whether the children walk 
abreast or in single file because motor 
cars find it difficult and sometimes impos- 
sible to leave the ruts. 

The only way to keep school children 
clear of this traffic hazard is to provide 
adequate footing for them on the side- 
walks. { 

That is why the jeep sidewalk cleaners 
should be employed first of all to clear the 
sidewalks to the schools.. That job should 
always come first because children’s lives 
are the most precious asset of any com- 
munity. 


Fixed Prices on Coarse Grains 


The Edmonton Chamber of Commerce 
takes a logical and commendable stand in 
urging that the marketing of oats and 
barley be brought under the Canadian 
Wheat Board. 

So long as the price of hogs and other 
farm products are controlled, there is a 
loose end in the system if coarse grains are 
not brought under the provisions of the 
Board Act and marketed in the same way 
as wheat is now handled by the Board. 

Oats and barley are fed to pigs and, for 
economical operation, the farmer must

the value of hogs and what he feeds them. 

But the prices of oats and barley fluc- 
tuate continually while the price of export 
bacon is pegged. There is, then, an im- 
balance of costs that works a hardship on 
both livestock feeders and grain growers, 

Stabilization of the price of coarse 
grains is essential to the prosperity of 
mixed farming. 

Lack of stabilization is the weak spot 
in the present structure of agricultural

Grief Assuaged 
By Magic Violin 


Almost all the stories that I 
have heard from Steve have been 
sad stories. He is an Hungarian 
of the type women sometimes 
call “soulful,” a rather loose term 
applied to men with brooding 
eyes and sensitive faces—faces 
frequently seen over the bridges 
of very old and mellow violins. 

The most apt description of 
Steve is simply that it seems in- 
congruous to call him by that 
name. In spite of his many years 
in this country, he is still the 
perfect Stefan, lacking only the 
monocle and the red sash to fit 
the romantic conception of the 
Continental diplomat. It so hap- 
pens that he is a mechanical en- 
gineer. 

One of the stories Steve tells 
has a kind of haunting beauty. 
Since the chances are slim that 
you will ever hear Steve tell this 
story in his own fashion, I am 
going to set down its bare out- 
line. This story concerns Steve's 
father and the Gypsy who made 
him ery. 

Before the turn of the century, 
Steve's father was the most popu- 
lar composer of light music in 
Hungary. He was a sort of Irving 
Berlin of that nation. His love 
songs were on the lips and in the 
heart of every sweetheart. Even 
today they are played by the 
violins in the cafes of Budapest, 
that loveliest of all European 
capitals. 

There were two reasons for 
this. One was that Steve's father 
was a musician of prolific talent 
and warmth who converted all 
his impressions and emotions into 
lovely melody. The second reason 
was that Steve's father was a man 
deeply in love. 

His first great hit was a song 
he had composed for his girl. 
Later, when she was his wife, he 
continued to serenade her from 
the depths of a classic affection. 
I like to hear Steve tell this part 
of the story. He remembers how 
his father would burst from his 
study and sing his latest love 
song, full of tender passion for 
the woman who had borne him a 
houseful of children, 


Changed Man 


Fore something like 15 years 
this continuing love affair in- 
spired and produced the simple, 
romantic melodies that Hungar- 
ians sang and danced to, and 
Steve’s father was a rich and 
happy man, 

Then Steve's mother died, All 
happiness left his father and 
their house, The great talent and 
the singing heart of Steve's 
father had passed away, too. 
Overnight he became a kind of 
ghost. In the place of his zest 
for life came resignation and 
fatalism, He never smiled. The 
long, sensitive face froze into an 


expression at once stern and 
mournful, 

More than this, he turned his 
back on music, The keys of his 
piano gathered dust in his study. 
On the ausic rack rested a half- 
completed melody. 

None of the children’ in that 
large family grieved more for 
this unhappy man than Steve, 
the eldest boy. He determined to 
help his father regain his love 
for life. On his seventeenth 
birthday he conceived the plan. 

The rage of Budapest at the 
time was a famous Gypsy violin- 
ist whose proud boast was that 
the beauty of his playing could 
bring tears to the eyes of any 
listener. Nightly in the cafe 
where he played men and women 
sat unashamed and wept, listen- 
ing to that magic violin, 

Steve went to the Gypsy and 
told him the story of his father, 
Then he persuaded his father to 
take him that night, as a birth- 
day gift, to the cafe where the 
Gypsy played, Thus the stage 
was set. 


And Triumph 


That night Steve and his father 
had finished their dinner and 
were sipping their coffee when 
the Gypsy made his dramatic 
entrance. He tucked the violin 
under his chin with a flourish 
and began to play, walking be 
tween the tables and stopping 
from time to time to turn the 
full, heart-breaking beauty of the 
instrument on some particular 
diner. 

Soon there were tears in the 
eyes of many of the patrons. The 
Gypsy played on. No one there 
had ever remembered him play- 
ing before with such an inten- 
sity of feeling. The whole cafe 
was caught in the web of the 
music, 

Finally only Steve's father re- 
mained with dry eyes. He sat 
erect, His face was as set and 
grim as ever, Then the Gypsy 
stopped directly beside the table 
occupied by Steve and his father 
and bent low, letting the musie 
flow like bitter-sweet liquid from 
the sound-box of the fine old 
instrument. 

Steve’s father made a gesture 
of impatience and began to rise 
from his chair. At that instant 
the Gypsy began to play another 
melody. Steve’s father sank back 
into his chair, Then the hard 
lines in his face relaxed and a 
look of infinite tenderness came 
to his face and then his eyes 
filled with tears.

FROM TODAY’S NEWS 


Let’s continue to bask while 
we can in that little burst of 
sunshine which we conjured up 
yesterday out of Western Eur- 
ope’s efforts at rehabilitation. 

Take the Brussels conference 
among Britain, France, Belgium, 
The Netherlands and Luxem- 
bourg, which already has laid 
down the political and legal basis 
of a Western European economic 
and military union. There are of 
course many implications in this 
development but to me the most 
important is the tacit recognition 
that self-help must be the essen- 
tial feature of peace and plenty. 

Several things have helped 
bring about the realization that 
self-help is the real answer to 
the problem. One is the growing 
fear of the westward advance of 
Communism -which can best be 
combatted by economic rehabili- 
tation. Another probably has 
been the stern scrutiny which the 
United States congress has been 
giving foreign aid proposals. 
Then recently a fresh element of 
hope has been injected into the 
situation by an improvement in 
crop prospects. 


One of the hardest hit of all

the countries is Britain, and she 
has taken the realistic attitude 
that while she must have outside 
help yet recovery must depen@ 
mainly upon herself. 

Yesterday we saw further evi- 
dence of this determination. Sir 
Stafford Cripps, chancellor of the 
exchequer, summed up Britain's 
outlook for the coming year in a 
white paper which made it clear 
that the already-hard-pinched 
public would have less to eat and 
wear. However, while “the year is 
bound to be one of anxiety, we 
can help to make it the first year 
of the great upward turn in the 
European economic recovery. 

“This year will beyond doubt 
be dominated by the decisions of 
the United States Congress on the 
grant of aid to Europe for recon- 
struction, . .” 

It's interesting to note that Sir 
Stafford was speaking of Ame 
erican aid for Europe in general, 
We are warranted in assuring he 
had in mind that continental re- 
covery is vital to British rehabili- 
tation for the simple reason that 
the continent is Britain's best 
customer—and she must live by 
enports,

The Russians offer them an 
idea—a place, in a _ tangible 
scheme, They also, and very im- 
portantly, offer them individual 
atonement. Any Nazi can wipe 
out his past record by joining 
the Communist party. 

The Russians are building a 
system—a “Fortress Europea.” 
While the West talks about a 
European confederation, the Rus- 
sians are making one. The Rus- 
sians long have been prepared 
for what they are doing. But all 
our moves are last-minute reac- 
tions to the Russian initiative. 
Back in 1943 Winston Churchill 
proposed (as a war aim) a coun- 
cil of Europe, a confederation, It 
was turned down in our state- 
department, Why? 

Our government has never told 
us the why of any measures it 
has taken,

$10,000,000 DROP FROM JANUARY, 1947 


Adverse Trade Balance 
Climbs to $43,200,000 


OTTAWA, March 10.—(CP)— 
Canada’s adverse trade balance 
with the United States climbed to 
$43,200,000 during January from 
$33,900,000 during December but 
still was down more than $10,- 
000,000 from the January, 1947, 
total, official figures showed to- 
day. 

At its low January level, the 
deficit still was reflecting the 
government's dollar savings mea- 
sures, including import prohibi- 
tions and special excise taxes, 
which were launched Nov. 17 and 
began to show their effects in 
mid-December. 

The January total compared 
with an adverse balance of $79,- 
800,000 in November, $86,200,000

in October and $73,800,000 in Sep- 
tember. The comparable total for 
last January was $55,800,000. 

The adverse balance for the 
whole of 1947, created by Can- 
ada’s growing shortage of the U.S, 
dollars with which to pay for pur- 
chases from across the border, 
totalled $918,100,000. 

The January deficit gave no 
indication of the current status of 
Canada’s U.S. dollar reserves but 
finance Minister Abbott told the 
Commons this week that the dol- 
lar stock, which had dropped to 
around $480,000,000 in December, 
now was around the $500,000,000 
mark, 

Mr. Abbot also reported that 
Canada had drawn $50,000,000
